During 1953 there appeared to be a serious shortage of all types of drugs and 
medical supplies in Shanghai. 1 Most drugs were available only on prescription 
by a physician. Because of a shortage of serum, smallpox vaccinations appeared 
to have been discontinued for the general public during the latter part of 1953* 


and other medical facilities in Shanghai were adequate for treatment 
of civilians in 1953 but were hampered by the shortage of medical supplies .
